>I've found a speaker small enough to put the whole assembly (save 
>the 3 AA's) in an Altoids tin. I still have enough room for a 9V.

My advice is to use a low current 5V regulator; 9V in, 5V out. The LM2936 
would be an ideal candidate; the LM2936Z-5.0 is a 3-pin TO-92 device thus 
requiring very little room (you'll need a ©.1uF to 1.0uF cap on its output 
-- there is probably one on the CMOS II board already). It will even work 
when the battery voltage drops to under 6V!

Woops -- I just noticed that this chip (MAX663) has already been mentioned 
in a previous message (I just get the digest...)! (However, the output cap 
should be at least 0.1uF, NOT 0.001uF and 0.1uF would be a good idea on the 
input as well.)

IMO, 
the boundary conditions for dBd leave too much room for confusion. 
Since there's no similar confusion about an isotropic antenna over 
real ground, I prefer dBi and so does Roy Lewallen, W7EL, author of 
ELNEC/EZNEC.

I think the reason for using the disapation resistance at the end 

of a long wire, V-beam or Rhombic is not to disapate power but to 

set the directivity. Not sure if the lossy ground will work or not. 

I have used a similar ground but also used a terminating resistor 

in the series with the ground. One thing that does work is nickle 
plated steel - had a little transmitter at work once that had 

a number of rhombics tied to it and the feeder was 00 phosphor-bronze 
spaced at 12 inches and the terminating system was the nickle plated 
steel, measured out in 10's of feet, set up just like a balanced feeder 
and run back on short posts to a ground rod. The wire 

disapation system measured out to 800 ohms, made from 02 nickle plated 
steel. Oh the transmitter ran 6 3cx2500a's driven by a pair of 

4-400's 3-28 Mhz. For qrp levels a small resistor will work 

fine for the setting of the directivity. Mechanically tho, it would 
need some sort of support. My last big antenna system with V-beams 
consisted of a rosette of 5 sloping Vee beams and they had a terminating 
resistor on each leg to ground - 400 ohm each for a total of 800 ohms, 
and the balun at the feed point was 12:1, which was pretty close to 
what it should be. Worked very well and instant directional change 

at the push of a button. 505 feet per leg.

And it works just dandy! I have the MMA version of the SLV but I would 
like to offer you another lower cost version of the same idea that costs 
a lot less than $60.00 and is home brew. About the time MMA was working 
on his coil ( and a beauty it is!) I came up with another idea. Not as 
elegant, but works almost as well. 


Take a peice of foam pipe insulation, the stuff that you put on refrig 
pipes and others to keep them from freezing with about a 1 1/2 id. Spilt 
it down the center and then slip this over the bottom section of the 
pole. You will need about 2 feet of the insulation. Then wrap the bottom 
of the pole with coil form wire, tinned wire, brass wire, copper wire, 
what have you (14-16? gauge) at about 3 turns per inch. Then attach a 
BNC or 259 connector to the bottom. Center goes to coil, ground to 
radials. I will not expand on the idea here there are complete details 
on how to build it on my web page at 

http: //www.concentric.net/~jessqrp 

You just then make a wire jumper with two alligator clips to to short 
out parts of the coil for tuning. Pole will cost about 20 bux and the 
wire and foam for the coil about 5 bux. 

Let me know if there are others that would like more details. I have 
done side by side comparisons in the fiels the the pole with my version 
of the coil is only a bit down or equal depending on the band with the 
MMA coil. The foam coil version is MUCH lighter and CHEAPER. I have also 
done a side by side with the foam coil version and my GAP titan and 
there is not much appreciable difference on 40-15 meters. About equal on 
receive and about at most 1-2 S units on transmit, most of the time the 
receiving station could not tell the difference on 30 and 40 meters. 
There is a file on the web page that tells all about the comparison.

I built a SLV earlier this year and posted a moderately 
long report of my construction. 


I used a Pipethreading tool and threaded the pvc -- 

worked great. About every 10 or 15 turns I ran the wire 
through a solder lug with a loop on it. "Looks like a piece 
of art" -- my wife says.

Summertime, and the living is easy. It's the perfect time to 
build a kit! You can do it all at once in a mad frenzy, or work 
on it piecemeal. Either way, you're guaranteed fun, education and 
true pride of ownership. Mike Gruber, W1DG, ARRL Laboratory 
Engineer, briefly discusses kit-building and provides a valuable 
list of kit suppliers. --WB8IMY 


Q: I'd sure like to try an electronics project, but I'm not 
quite sure where to begin. I'm considering kits, but is kit 
building really worth the trouble? 


A: Well, when I was a youngster I would watch with fascination 
as my Dad assembled his latest Heathkit project in our basement. 
Smoke would often curl up from his soldering iron late into the 
night. Friends and family would gather for the grand unveiling of 
his latest triumph. A drawer full of those red plastic nut 
starters that came with each and every kit (remember those?) is 
still in our basement somewhere! I received quite an education 
when I was finally old enough to follow in Dad's kit-building 
footsteps. This early exposure to electronics inspired me to 
obtain an Amateur Radio license and even pursue a career in 
electronics. 


Q: Are kits difficult to build? What ever happened to all those 
classic kit manufacturers, anyway? What about Heath? I've heard 


that they're out of the kit business. Does this mean that kit 
building is a thing of the past? 


A: Whoa! Easy, big fella. Let me answer your questions one at a 
time. First, the level of difficulty varies with the individual 
kit. A very simple kit can require only minimal time, skill and 
experience to put together. Complex kits can, of course, be 
considerably more difficult. It is important to determine which 
kits match your abilities. When selecting a kit, be sure to 
consider any additional purchases that may be required, such as 
knobs and cabinets. You may also need test equipment to complete 
the project. 


Second, it's true that many of the old kit manufacturers, 
such as Eico and Knight-Kit, are no longer in the kit business. 
Back in the days of point-to-point wiring and vacuum tubes, a kit 
manufacturer stood a decent chance of succeeding in the consumer 
electronics market. They offered better products at lower prices- 
-including products not normally available. Today, the 
miniaturization of electronics, modern assembly techniques, and 
cheap overseas labor have taken away much of the competitive edge 
that kit makers enjoyed. Heath, however, is still making kits, 
mostly of the educational variety. These may be excellent starter 
kits to get your feet wet. 


Finally, it's not true that kit building is a thing of the 
past. True pride of ownership and the thrill of doing it yourself 
are things that mass-produced products don't always offer. Many 
companies still make kits to fill this niche. Just about any 
skill level can be accommodated if you know where to look. 


Q: Okay, you've sold me. I want to run home right now, warm up 
my soldering iron! I'll bet you've even compiled a list of kit 
manufacturers for me. How about it? 


A: Yep, here's the list. Happy kit-building!
